Most of the later settlers were interested in tilling the 
soil, but they too took advantage of the rich grazing 
lands, and nearly all had a few sheep and cattle. 


Raising sheep on a large scale began with the co- 
operative sheep herd organized by John M. Murdoch in 
1861. He was born in Grasswater, Anchimleck, Ayr- 
shire, Scotland, on December 28, 1821. Much of his 
early life was spent as a shepherd boy. Later, while 
working in the coal mines, he became a convert to the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints.
